United States. The Russian 
leader.is a forthright person. He 
might say, with Othello: 

- “ Rude am I in my speech, 

And little blessed with the soft 

phrase of peace’’; 

for Josef Stalin has been fighting 
all his life, not only against 
foreign enemies of the Russian 
State, but also against the native 
lethargy and happy-go-luckiness 
that had become a tradition of 
Russian life under the Tsarist 
régime. His speech yesterday, 
therefore, contained none of the 
niceties of diplomatic circumlocu- 
tion. It was direct, uncom- 
promising, and, rt times, almost 
brutally frank. For that very 
reasun, it probably was one of the 
most valuable war statements that 
have been made since the outbreak 
of the struggle, and its pungent 
sentences ought to blow like a gust 
of fresh, air through the dusty 
|Chancelleries of Europe. Mon- 
sieur Stalin divided his speech 
into two parts. The one dealt 
with the organisation of Russia’s 
home front—a truly gigantic 
task—and the other with the 
defensive and offensive operations 
of the Red Army since Germany’s 
attack on the Soviet Union 
seventeen months ago. In regard 
to the home front, he gave a 
fascinating description of te way 
in which essential industries had 
been evacuated wholesale to the 
East of Russia, beyond the Urals; 
of the increase that had been 
brought about in the area and 
volume of agricultural production 
throughout the vast territories of 
the Union, and of the steps that 
had been taken to strengthen 
Labour discipline in the teeth of 
the most formidable difficulties. 
The stor’ of the orzanisation of 
Russia’s railway system alone 
constitutes one of the greatest 
industrial romances of all time. 
In the nature of things, however, 
the bulk of Monsieur Stalin’s 
speech was devoted to the actual 
conduct of the war from the stand- 
point of the Red Army. He paid 
a high tribute to Russia’s fighting 
men, who had done what the 
soldiers of no other nation on 
earth had been able to do—namely, 
to withstand a determined and 
highly concentrated attack by 


|Germany’s Wehrmacht, The figures 


which he quoted were impressive. 
According to his calculations—and 
we presume that he was not talk- 
ing merely at random—Germany 
has 256 divisions at her disposal.

twenty-two Rumanian, fourteen 
Finnish, ten Italian, one Spanish, 
one Slovak and thirteen Hungarian 
divisions—a grand total of 240 
divisions, which have been trying 
for nearly a year and a half to 
smash Russia’s resistance. 
Monsieur Stalin. “ admitted 
frankly that the Germans had 
scored ‘‘serious’ tactical suc- 
cesses.’’ They had taken advantage 
of the absence of a second front 
in Europe to concentrate vast 
numbers of troops against the 
Russian front in the South-West, 
and, in this way, had been able to 
obtain a “large numerical 
superiority.’’ Nevertheless, he 
asserted that the German Army 
was showing signs of inherent 
weaknesses, and that in almost 
every respect its troops were 
inferior in quality to those of the 
Soviets. Throughout his speech 
he stressed the point that, if there 
had been a second front in 
Europe, as there was in the last 
Great War, the Germans never 
would have been able to hold their 
own against the Red Army. If 
even eighty of the 240 divisions 
operating against Russia had been 
withdrawn—sixty German and 
twenty auxiliary divisions— 
Germany’s position at the moment 
would have been ‘‘ lamentable,” 
and Herr Hitler’s forces would 
have been faced with the begin- 
ning of the end. They had been 
saved by the absence of a second 
front. Monsieur Stalin, on the 
other hand, reaffirmed his belief 
that the Anglo-American allies 
would establish a second front in 
time, not only because it was 
necessary for the Russians, but 
because it was necessary for them- 
selves. Almost for the first time 
a Russian spokesman took his 
stand publicly on the side of 
Great Britain and the United 
States. He did not attempt to 


'Ideny that there were ideological 


differences between the Soviet 
Union and its allies; but he 
asserted that those who believed 
that these differences made joint 
action impossible were wrong. 
There had been a steady 
rapprochement between Russia, 
on the one hand, and Great 
Britain and the United States, 
on the other, with the result that 
a strong fighting alliance had been 
created which eventually would 
defeat ‘‘ Hitlerite Germany.” The 
Russian leader was careful to 
differentiate between the German 
nation and the National-Socialist 
régime. It would’ be just as 
impossible, he deelared, to destroy 
Germany as it would be-to destroy 
Russia ; but the National-Socialist 
system, which preached’ the 
doctrine of racial hatred, the 
supremacy of the chosen nations, 
and the subjugation of the others, 
must be destroyed. Russia, in 
common with Great Britain and 
the United States, stood for the 
abolition. of racial] exclusivencss 
and the general equality of the 
nations. Monsieur Stalin is no 
hypocrite. From start to finish 
his speech made it abundantly 
clear that the alliance between 
Russia and the Anglo-Saxon 
democracies is an ad hoc arrange- 
ment, with the common purpose 


to wipe out what he described as

Several weeks ago the Royal 


Academy, which is repated to be|\ 


& conservative organisation, sub- 
mitted a plan for tho rebuilding 
of London that was anything but 
conservative. Unfortunately, the 
British newspapers forbore to 
expatiate on the topic; but they 
gave sufficient information to 
indicate that the Academy’s 
aspirations were artistic and 
“ academic,” rather than practical 
and—to use an objectionably loose 
adjective—‘‘ social.’? Prominently 
displayed, for example, .was & 
picture of Piccadilly Circus. As 
the Circus stands—or stood before 
the war—it was a rather mean 
little area, surrounded by undis- 
tinguished buildings, but swirling 
with life, and possessing a curious 
character of its own, which 
differentiated it from the social 
centre of any other city in Europe 
or the world. The Royal Academy 
Committee had other ideas for 
Piccadilly Circus. It pictured it 
as something between the Place 
de l’Etoile, in Paris, and a 
futuristic vision from Astounding 
Stories. The familiar statue of 
Eros stood, indeed, in the centre, 
but he was invested with high 
buildings—constructed, after the 
Parisian fashion, around small 
courtyards—which might have been 
hotels or commercial edifices after 
a new order, but had an infinitely 
closer relation to a city of the 
future than to the traditional 
London. We do not wish to malign 
the Royal Academy. It is an 
assembly of artists, and its 
committee was, presumably, an 
assembly of artists. ‘Artists, how- 
ever, are not the people to 
design the world of to- 
morrow. They have their own 
ideas, which are excellent so far 
as they go—but they do not go 
far enough; they do not go into 
the root of things. It is 
eminently desirable that a city 
shall be beautiful; it is arguable, 
indeed, that a city which is 
beautiful will possess most of the 
other qualities that are praise- 
worthy in a city—but, in the 
fallen state of man, beauty is not 
the first requisite of town- 
planning ; and the architect is not 
the best town-planner. There are 
other people whose demands take 
precedence over his. There is the 
engineer, with his insistence upon 
sewerage; there is the doctor, 
with his demand for a decent 
space between houses and 
decent cubic capacity for rooms; 
there is the traffic expert, re- 
quiring that streets shall be wide 
or narrow as occasion may 
demand. The duty of the town- 
planner is to co-ordinate the 
requirements of all these authori- 
ties, laying proper insistence 
upon the necessity of proper 
living conditions and social con- 
venience. Civic beauty is a 
secondary consideration. 
suburbs bé ordained and planned 
in accordance with the decree of 
the engineer and medical 
authority—and let them be 
executed in consultation with the 
architect. Let the approaches to 
a great city, and the highways 
through it, be devised with a view 
to speedy and convenient move- 
ment—and let the buildings that 
give them their character be the 
work of artists, acting upon 
definite instructions. The archi- 
tect is not a leader, but a 
follower ; his job is not to create, 
but to adorn.
